T he San Bernardino Times says in 
consequence of having $23,000 in Tem­ 
p l e & W o rk m a n 's bank when it fail­ 
ed, the people of Los Angeles are not 
happy. Oh, no. It is not the money 
ve have lost, but the money we are 
afraid we will loose that chases the 
smile from our cheeks and causes our 
knees to shake like a badly wired 
skeleton. 


T h e H e r a l d’s suggestion that the 
property worth of official bondsmen 
should be established by a careful ex­ 
amination of the County Recorder’s 
books is generally endorsed by the 
tax-payers. Because a man holds the 
title to a block of buildings is no evi­ 
dence that he owns the property. 
Though worth a hundred thousand 
dollars, it may be mortgaged for nine- 
tcnths of that sum. 


W il c o x , the Mariposa blacksmith, 
yesterday *1 id something toward 
proving himseif a Legislative black­ 
guard, by assaultlug with a heavy 
cane and a murderous six shooter, in 
the Senate Chamber, h r e d . A. S o m ­ 
e r s , the San Francisco Chronicle\s 
Legislative correspondent. 
S o m e r s 
was badly cut ou the head, and but 
for the interference of bystanders, 
would probably have been murdered. 
The cause of the assault was an article 
iu Monday’s Chronicle. At this mo­ 
ment the extent of the provocation is 
not known to us, but it can hardly be 
of a nature to warrant such an assault 
as the telegraph reports. 


Let us Reason Together. 


Advocates for county division do not 
appear so numerous or enthusiastic 
uow as two years ago. This is due to 
thought and investigation. One-half 
the questions over which communities 
wrangle themselves into acrimonious 
dispute would be settled without the 
slightest ill feeling if people would 
only reason together. There is no ne­ 
cessity for calling hard names over 
this division proposition. A mau is 
not necessarily a knave or a fo% who 
favors division, nor does opposition to 
division make one a dishonest man 
anda scheming trickster. We may 
discuss the question as neighbors 
neither one of whom desires to take 
the advantage of the other. As we 
have heretofore stated, there is territo­ 
ry in this county quite sufficient in 
area to form two good counties. On 
that we need not argue. But we doubt 
if our population and t lie amount of 
our taxable property is sufficiently 
great to warrant the step. Others 
may think otherwise, but because they 
do we shall not impugn their honesty 
nor question their intelligence. We 
do not think any one able t» demon­ 
strate that now is the proper time to 
divide this county. But we shall not 
quarrel with a man who asserts his 
ability to do this, nor will we refuse to 
listen to or ridicule his arguments in 
that direction. Whenever it can be 
shown that the interests of all will be 
advanced by a division of the county, 
we shall as unhesitatingly advocate 
the measure as wo now earnestly op­ 
pose it. We wish that our people 
were numerous enough and the sum 
total of our taxable property large 
enough to warrant us in favoring the 
proposition now. 


An Unwarranted Attack. 


By communication the Star of yes­ 
terday attacks, though without men­ 
tioning his name, Mr. E . J. B a l d w i n , 
for the unpardonable sin of loaning 
his money at a rate of interest which 
the borrower was not only willing but 
anxious to pay. We do not do hom­ 
age to money, no matter whether it is 
in the hands of Mr. B a l d w i n or some 
other mau; but as the Express, which 
has been diligently licking the dust 
from “ LUCKY’S” boots for some days 
past, cannot consistently defend him 
against this unwarranted attack, be­ 
cause it, a short time ago, made an 
assault similar in nature and much 
more virulent in character on F l o o d 
& O ’B r i e n , oí Han Francisco, we will 
glance at the position assumed by the 
correspondent of our morning cotem­ 
porary, and show that in loaning his 
money to Messrs. T e m d l e & W o r k ­ 
m a n Mr. B a l d w i n did precisely as 
any other mau would have done 
who had money to loan, ft is a prin­ 
ciple of finance as old as thedollar and 
as fixed as the laws of the Mcdes and 
Persians, to get all you can and keep 
all you get. Mr. B a l d w i n is a finan­ 
cier and obeys the laws of finance. If 
those laws are wrong he is wrong, but 
the responsibility for the error rests 
with the law and not with tho man 
who obeys it. A man who loans 
money at large interest does not, by 
so doing, offer evidence that he is a 
knave, but the mau who refuses to ac­ 
cept the highest interest his money 
will command is certain to be called a 
fool, and we all kuow that the world 
love9 a knave better than a fool. 
Money calls about its possessor two 
classes of beggars—one denounces the 
rich man because he will not give 
them a portion of his wealth, and the 
other fawns and flatters for the pen­ 
nies he scatters among them. Messrs. 
F l o o d & O ’B r i e n did not require the 
services of the Express, and it hinted 


that a mob might be justified in forc­ 
ing a distribution they declined to 
make gratuitous. 
Senator J o n e s 
thought the Express might be useful, 
and we ail know it will “crook the 
pregnant hinges of the kuee where 
thrift may follow fawning.” The San 
Francisco firm, B a l d w i n and J o n e s , 
are all men of money. They are all 
financiers. They all obey tho laws of 
finance. They all know the value of 
a dollar, and they all prize the dollar 
for its value. 
Messrs. F l o o d & 
O 'B r i e n declined to loan a Los An­ 
geles bank money and a Los Angeles 
paper denounced them as money mon­ 
sters from whom a mob would be al­ 
most justified in forcing their treas­ 
ure. Mr. B a l d w i n loaned a Los An­ 
geles bank money and a Los Angeles 
writer wonders “whether it was a fair 
way for a man who is perhaps respon­ 
sible to no one in this world to employ 
his capital.” There is not a particle 
of common sense in the threats of the 
Expresa against F l o o d & O ’B r i e n , 
nor iu the denunciation of Mr. B a l d ­ 
w in by the Star correspondent. Mon­ 
ey fixes its own value. Sometimes a 
dollar is worth more than it is at oth­ 
ers. Judgment, circumstance, neces­ 
sity, name the rate of interest. The 
man who wants must satisfy the mau 
who has. No one is to blame for do­ 
ing the best lie can with what is his 
own. 


Divide it Up. 
It is neither just nor fair to berate 
City Treasurer M u l l u s alone for the 
loss of the city’s funds unless it can be 
shown that it was lost outside of the 
dead bank. The H e r a l d during the 
past six months has again and again 
urged the Council to protect the city’s 
funds. We protested against the loose 
if not careless manner the money the 
people, with so much inconvenience 
to themselves, had paid into the City 
Treasury. But we talked to unheed­ 
ing ears. Things went on in the same 
reckless manner as before. The Coun­ 
cil had accepted the bid of T e m p l e & 
W o r k m a n to take themoney^hid the 
Treasurer refused to comply with tho 
order of the Council. We repeat with­ 
out the fear of successful contradiction 
that if the Council had a right to or­ 
der the funds delivered to T e m p l e & 
W o r k m a n , it had a right to enforce 
obedience to the order. If it possessed 
the first rigiit and did not exercise the 
second, every member of that body 
voting to accept the bid is equally 
responsible with the Treasurer and his 
bondsmen for the money lost by the 
failure of the bank. This position 
cannot be co ntroverted. It was very 
well understood that the reason why 
the Treasurer did not obey the order 
of the Council was, because there was 
a collusion between himself and some 
one in or about the bank, to the effect 
that he should refuse to turn over the 
funds to the bank and deposit them 
there on his own account. This ar­ 
rangement gave the bank the use of 
the money, while it avoided the neces­ 
sity of paying the city the high rate 
of interest offered and gave the Treas­ 
urer the smaller interest paid on the 
deposit. 
This was talked 011 the 
streets uionths ago. 
Why did the 
Council neglect to investigate and as­ 
certain the truth or falsity of the re­ 
port ? We say the Treasurer is not 
alone responsible for the loss of the 
city’s money. We shall insist on a 
thorough investigation, by the Grand 
Jury if necessary, of the whole mat­ 
ter. In the work of righting a wrong 
the H e r a l d knows no friends. Its 
policy is to hew to the line let the 
chips fall where they may. 


( lii«!i¡;o Crooked W lilahy. 
C h ic a g o , Jan. 18lli.—All liquors 
manufactured previous to March 3d, 
1874, was to pay a tax of seventy cents 
that was made subsequently to ninety 
cents. It is now developed that the 
Chicago distillers ante-dated an im­ 
mense amount of liquor at an im­ 
mense profit to them which should 
appear for March, 1874, are entirely 
missing both from Chicago and 
Washington, the revenue 
effect 
which would not be possible with­ 
out olficial conveyance and rascality. 
A St. Louis special says the convic­ 
tion of Gen.Babcock seems absolutely 
certain. The Government Attorneys 
assert that they will land him in the 
penitentiary. The evidence is over­ 
whelming. Public opinion in St.Louis 
is strongly aguinst him on account of 
rumors that the President has been 
making efforts in his behalf. It is 
feared by his friends that he cannot 
secure a fair trial. McKee is more se­ 
cure in public favor, but McGuire, 
the 
ex - Collector, 
expects 
and 
will receive no favor. 
An im­ 
portant witness against Babcock, 
Col. Parker, Internal Revenue Collec­ 
tor for Colorado District. It is said 
that he has iu his possession certain 
documents directly implicating Bab­ 
cock. Parker has been summoned to 
appear at the trial which takes place 
on the 31st. A letter received at St. 
Louis yesterday from Joyce in which 
he expresses the opinion that Bab­ 
cock, to use Ins expression, is a gone 
coon. 
I'Hrrktl Away In n Nlorm. 
S a o a n a w , Mich., Jan. 18th.—I.ast 
week four fisherman were carried 
away in the night and one of them 
drowned. The others after terrible 
suffering were rescued.

L egislative News. 
Sacramento, Jan. 18th.—In the 
Senate yesterday, McConnell’s bill, 
authorizing the corporation of Los 
Angeles to issue bonds to provide 
means for the improvement of irriga­ 
tion in said city, was received from the 
Assembly and referred to the delega­ 
tion. 
The Assembly went through to-day, 
and adjourned after a session of an 
hour and a half. No Southern busi­ 
ness was transacted. 
Yesterday Lambourn reported back 
favorably an act to empower the 
Board of Supervisors of Los Angeles 
county to appoint u Deputy District 
Attorney. 
Immediately after the adjournment 
of the Senate, at twenty-five minutes 
to two, a most disgraceful outrage and 
attempted assassination took place, 
which caused the most intense excite­ 
ment. Wilcox, of Mariposa, who is a 
very large man, stealthily approached 
Mr. Ered A. Somers,the Chronicle cor­ 
respondent, who was at his desk, and, 
armed with a heavy cane and a pistol, 
Wilcox took the cane in both hands 
and deliberately and with all his 
strength, brought It down on Somer’s 
head, cutting it fearfully. 
Mr. Som­ 
ers did not fall, lie stood lip and 
drew his pistol,but his arm was arrest­ 


ed by Senator Nunan. A gentleman 
tamiing close by lifted a chair to 
knock down Wilcox, when the latter 
drew his pistol,and he in return was 
held by the arm and prevented from 
firing. 
Deputy Sergeant-at-Arms 
Sydnor, a powerful man, rushed for­ 
ward and arrested W ilcox,and Somers 
was taken out to have his wounds 
dressed. Groups are now discussing 
the matter in the Seuatechamber and 
through town. W ilcox’s design was 
anticipated, and the wonder is that 
some Senator did not interpose in 
time to prevent so disgraceful an oc­ 
currence. 
Indeed, there are some 
Senators who abetted the deed. 
The 
provocation on the part of Somers, in 
the first place, was considered by all 
most trivial, but the article in Mon­ 
day’s Chronicle goaded Wilcox to des­ 
peration. It has been his purpose 
from the first to seek immunity from 
criticism by strength of violence 
against correspondents. 
Who will 
have greatest cause to repent remains 
to be seen.

The note reiterated the long duration 
of war iu Cuba as useless, bloodshed 
and devastation and apparent inca­ 
pacity of Spain tu quiet Cuba. It also 
explains the delicate and difficult po­ 
sition of the United States. It cou- 
conveyg the strongest assurances that 
tHis Government does not want to an­ 
nex Cuba, as such a step would be un­ 
desirable and even calamitous, but 
war raging ou our own borders could 
not but disturb us and put us to incon­ 
venience. It was suggested that if 
the European powers felt inclined, 
they would do wisely to represent to 
Spain their own opinion of the situa­ 
tion and tlie necessity of taking prac­ 
ticable and posit ¡ve measures for the 
pacification of Cuba. Our Ministers 
were instructed toread this note to the 
Foreign Ministers of Great Britain, 
Germany, France, Russia and Austria. 
Responses of these governments have 
been received and they acknowledge 
the entire justice of the American 
note. Africa declined to take any 
part in the representations that may 
lie made to Spain. All the others pro­ 
posed to instruct their representatives 
in Madrid at once. 
A dispatch from Atlanta Ga., re­ 
ports that the Hon. A. H. Stephen’s 
condition is unfavorable, and it is 
thought he cannot recover.
